+HE ALBANY GUARDS IN ARMS TO 
SUPPRESS IT. 


The Trial ofa Prisoner Prevented by a Mob-—The 
Mayors Appeal to the Governor for Mili- 
tary Aid-The Albany Guards Ready — 

The Riot Quelied and Peace Restored. 


A note of war was sounded in the office of the 
of Georgia, yesterday evening, when after 
veading aftelegram, Governor McDaniel laid it 
upon his knee, and said quietly: 

“There is a riot in Alapada.,”’ 

The dispatch was from Hon. J, H. Kirby, mayor 
of Alapaha, 4 pleasant south Georgia town in Ber- 
rien. It simpiy recited that the power of the civil

authorities had been setat defiance by an angry 
mob, and in the last resort military sid was for: 
mally demande d from the gevernor. Adjutant 
General Stephens was hastily summoned in consul- 
tation, and as a result a telegraphic order was sent 
to Captain Wooifolk,in command of the Albany 
Guards, as the officer most accessible to the scene 
of the trouble, to repair at once to the assistance of 
the civil arm in Alapaha.

ALapaHA, March 4.—Hon. Henry D. McDaniel, 
governor: Rooters have possession of 
the town and defy the law. Not 
having sufficient force to cope with them will 
you please order the Albany Guard here at once. 
Case too urgent to wait for regular train,

Commander of the Albany Guards, Albany, 
Georgia: Information received at this office that 
rioters have possession of the town of Alapaha, you 
will go there with your men, and act in aid and 
subordination of the civil authority in restoring 
order aud maintaining haw.

The goveruor then sent a telegram {o Mayor Kirby 
nnouncing hisaction. He asked for full particu- 
lars and to be kept informed so that he might con- 
trol the movement of the military and stop them in 
case the cause for alarm ended.

Meantime, the secretaries and the few newspaper 
oorrespondents who happened to be present gath 
ered together and discussed the probable cause of 
the rising.

ADBANY, Ga., March 4,—Captain Woolfolk, of 
the Albany Guards, received a telegram to go to 
Alapaha to quell a riot there, The Guards are now 
at five thirty, ready to go to the scene of the 
trouble, and are in good trim to aid the civil au- 
thorities. 

The captain of the Guards has just received the 
following despatch from the Mayor Kirby, of 
Alapaha: ‘‘A telegram from the governor has been 
received. The town is quiet at present. Will let 
you know when needed please be ready.’’ 

Considerable excitement exists here, anda fu)! 
quota of our Guards are ready,to obey the command 
of the adjutant general. 

A special train has been provided, and Captain 
Woolfolk has wired the adjutant general for 
further instructions. The last reports from Alap 
aha indicates that order is temporarily restored. 

Our compauy is short of ammunition, and have 
wiredihe Americus company to send asupply by 
t0-night’s train. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

The nearest indication of the cause of the trouble 
was contained in the oext dispatch, which also 
showed that Captain Woolfolk was awaiting further 
orders. 


ALBANY, March 4.—Reports from Alapaha show 
that the riot was caused by an attempt of the citi- 
zens to rescué aman by the name of Nelson, who 
Was being tried before a justice court. The mayor 
of the city wired Captain Wwolfolk that the town 
Was quiet at that time, and wonld wire him later if 
his company’s Services were needed. 

Captain Davis also received @ telegram from Gov- 
erLor McDaniel to have a traim in readiness, which 
Was done by a confereuce with'Mr. Wolf, the agent 
of the Brunswick and Western railway. All is 
ready now for departure to the scene. The com- 
pany is only awaiting orders from the governor to 
Start. 

The Albany Guards were on the ground in a few 
Minutes from the time the order of the governor 
was received. Orders have been received to await 
the commands of the mayor of Alapaha, whe re- 

ports everything quiet now, but an outbreak may 
occur at any timé. The Guards are quartered in 
the court house yard. The train is in readiness. 
AN OFFER OF VOLUNTEERS. 

The next dispatch showed that the excitement 
had spread among the people, and tha, volunteers 
Were tendering their serrices to Captain Woolfolk:

The looked for instructions from the governor 
threw a damper upon the spirits of the waiting 
soldiers, who were impatient to be on their way, 
but they still stood ready. 

Captain Woolfolk hes just received the following 
from the governor: ‘You need not go ubless called 
for by the civil authorities at Alapaha. Let me 
kuow when you receive such call.” The Guards 
are in fine spirits and are anxious to go. 


SIMMERING DOWN. 

The special train stood upon the track at 8:30 
ready tosteam up, the gallant company was es gerly 
awaiting the order to get on board, when it became 
evident that their services would not be needed, as 
suown by a dispatch received at 9 p. m.: 

ALBANY, Ga.—The latest dispatch from Alapaha 
says that allis quiet. The rioters have dispersed, 
and there is no need for assistance. The Albany 
Guard wiil go home to sleep, feeling that they have 
veen unnecessarily disturbed, Captain Woolfolk 
was promptand ready to obey whatever instruc- 
tions was sent, and his men were willing. 

PEACE REIGNS IN ALAPAHA, 

The following dispatch receivedin THz ConstI- 
TUTION office at 9:30 o’clock, closed the campaign, 
with neither loss of life nor property. 

ALBANY, March 4.—The rioters have dispersed, 
All is quiet. 

WHAT IT WAS ALL ABOUT. 

The following dispatch, received at midnight, 
from Mr, J. M. Griggs, editor ofthe Berrien News, 
shows that there was really imminent trouble 
and that the call for troops was timely: 

ALAPAHA, March 4~—There has been no blood 
shed here, though twenty-five men from 
the country armed to the tee:h, have practically 
had control of thejtown since ¢ o'clock this mora - 
ing. Owing to the disparity in numbers, our town 
authorities were unable to cope with them, CGoy- 
ernor McDaniel was asked to send troops, but by 
the time his reply ordering the Albany Guards was 
received, the rioters had dispersed. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP.

William Walter Phelps does not desire to 
remain in politics, preferring a life of elegant 
Jeisure andthe pursuit of literary fancies, 
He is coaching Fred Grant to succeed him in 
the house, 

Colonel Morrill, of Atlanta, was one of the 
guests at the recent art reception given by 
Mr, Walters, of Baltimore.

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| TILDEN AND BLAINE. 


THE ISSUE MADE UP FOR NOVEM 
BER’S BALLOT 


' The Sole Topie of Conversation in the Capital— 
Tilden’s Name Considered Invincible—-New 
Hampshire Shouts for Blaine—The Pres- 
ident Speaks—Other Matters.

PHILADELPHIA, March 4 —A special to the 
Press from Wheeling says that at a meeting 
of the state democratic executive committee 
of West Virginia to-day, a call was made for 
the state canvention for April 6, and that the 
sentiment for the old ticket was overwhelm- 
ing. That state will undoubtedly instruct for 
Tilden. i 

THE DiSCUSSION AT THE CAPITAL. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The discussion of 
thecanvass,in which the names of Blaine 
and Tilden are so freely used, is still animated, 


with more prospects of increasing than di 
minishing. A gentleman who called upon 
the president stated that certain subordinate 
officers of the postoffice department in a 
southern state had expressed a fear of re- 
moval in case they advocate his renomina- 
, tion, because the senator who controls the 
patronage of that state was himself a candi- 
date forthe presidency, and claimed their 
allegiance. The president said he was sur- 
prised to hearof this and hoped it was not 
trne. He be:ieved every citizen whether in an 
ofticial position or not, was entitled to the 
right and privilege to freely express his rref- 
erence and work forthe nomination of his 
favorire, as far as he could do so without in- 
terference with his official duties. Every 
employe of the government should be pro- 
tected in the exercise of the widest political 
liberty. No postmaster or other ofticial bad a 
right to dictate to any subordinate what he 
should do or whom he should favor for the 
presidency or any other office, Every post- 
office clerk or carrier had the same _ privilege 
of favoring and working for the candidate he 
preferred that his superior had, and would in 
all ceses be protected in the exercise of that 
privilege. 


A NEW HAMPSHIRE VIEW, 

Ex-Governor Haie, of New Hampshire,gave 
his views on the political situation to your 
correspondent this evening. ‘‘New Hamp- 
shire republicans,’ he said, “‘prefer to let 
their friends in other states select the candi- 
date this year, rather than announce prefer: 
ences of their own.’’ 

‘‘Are there no favorites?”’ 

‘‘In the convention four years ago we cast 
our votes solidiy for Blaine. It-is only nat- 
ural, therefore, to believe that many of the 
republicans there are still for him.”’ 

“Is President Arthur popular in 
Hampshire?” 

“Undoubtedly he is. New Hampshire re- 
publicans who disliked his nominstion at 
Chicago, and who disliked his course during 
President Garfield’s administration stiil more, 
believe that he has made a wise and conserva- 
tive president and would be willing to see 
him nominated, supporting him if he were 
nominated,”’ 

‘Is there not something of anArthur move- 
ment under way in Massachusetts ?”’ 

“Yes. Ithink Arthur is growing pretty 
strong in Massachusetts, where Blaine per- 
haps is not as widely popular on account of 
some congressional utterances, as he isin 
other New England states. Then Arthur’s 
appuintment of Mr. Worthington, of the 
Boston Traveller, to the collectorship of that 
port is bearing some fruit new, and | have no 
doubt the convention will show that Arthur 
has many friends in the bay state.”’ 

‘‘Whom is William E. Chandler supposed 
to favor now?” 

‘‘Being in the cabinet, Mr. Chandler will 
doubtless do all he can for Arthur’s nomina- 
tion. Hitherto Mr. Chandler has been for 
3laine, but a man generally favors those who 
favor him, That is to be expected.”’ 

‘‘Whom, in your opinion, will the demo- 
crats select?” 

“No one can tell. I would not be surprised 
to see Tilden and Hendricks nominated at 
the last minute. Hendricks couid serve out 
the time if Tilden should die, and Tilden, I 
think, would be willing to die in thirty days 
to be elected president of the United States.’’

WASHINGTON, March 4.—In the senate Mr. 
Cockrell, from the committee on 
military ® ffairs, reported adverssly, 
and hed indefinitely postponed 
ail bills providing for the distribution of 
condemned connons to cities or associations, 
Mr. Logan, from the same committee, report- 
ed favorably a bill to relieve the members 
and the jadge advocate of the Fitz 
John Porter courtmartial of the secrecy im- 
posed by their oath as to the vote of the 
court, Mr. Lozan intimated that he wonld 
ask the senate to consider this bill to-day. 

On the conclusion of the morning busi- 
ness, the military academy appropriation 
bill was placed before the senate. Mr. Logan 
said he had been authorized by the commit.

dismissed fur. hazing should not be ineligible 
to reappointment. He said be had consulted 
many of the best officers who had beeu in 
authority at the academy, and it was their and 
his opinion, that hazing could not be stopped 
without such provision, and he believed that 
such a provision would stop it. The «amend- 
ment was agreed to, and the bill as amended 
was passed. Bills introduced and referred:

The senate then tock up the bill to provide 
for the exercise of the jurisdiction conferred 
upon the United States in places out of their 
territory and dominion.

f the bill, which covers fifty printed pages, 
had been concluded, the senate went. into ex- 
ecutive session, and when the doors were re- 
opened, adjourned. 

IN THE HOUSE, 

In the house, Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, 
from the committee on appropriations re- 
ported a resolution authorizing the employ- 
ment of a small additional force under the 
clerk and doorkeeper of the house. 

After debate the resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Hewitt, New York, fromthe committee 
on ways and means, reported a bill to prevent 
the adulteration of teas. The bill is based 
upon the recommendation of the secretary of 
the treasury. It prohibits the importation of 
teadust, and gives importers an opportunity 
to export from the United States within six 
months after the bill becomes 
a law, the adulterated tea they may 
have on hand, 

The house went into committee of the 
wholeon the naval appropriation bill, An 
amendment was adopted, the substance of 
whichis thatafter July Ist, 1884, the num- 
ber of medical directors on the active list 
shall be reduced from fifteen te tive, the med: 
ical inspectors from fifteen to five, the pay 
inspectors from thirteen to five, and placing 
the officers thus removed from the active list 
on the retired list. Without further action 
the committee rose and the house adjourned. 

THE NEWS COPYRIGHT BILL.

“Section 2. That orany infringement of 
the copyright granted by the first section of 
this act, the party injured may sue in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, and 
recover in any proper action, damages sus 
tained by him from the persons making the 
infringement;together with the costs ofjsuit 

A duplicate of the foregoing measure will 
be introduced in the house at the earliest op- 
portunity by Representative Tacker, of Vir 
ginia.

WasHINGTON, March 4.—The tariff agita- 
tors are in-a pickle, The leacdersamong them 
have read the signs of the times su ficiently 
to calla halt, bat their followers show a 
disposition to rush ahead. Considerable 
complaint is heard among the western 
congressmen, because of Morrison's delay in 
bringing his bill forward. He bas probably 
realized the improbability of its passage in 
the honse and the impossibility of its passage 
in. the senate, but he has gone too 
far torecede. Ina few weeks the tariff dis- 
cussion will haye full swing in the house and 
volumes of useless literature may be looked 
ior. What effect this agitation will have on 
the democratic chances remains to be seen. 
Some people believe the recent Kansas con- 
gressional election must be considered in this 
connection. The democrats there declared 
for immediate tariff revision, and the repub- 
lican candidate, an unknown man, was elec- 


ted by a large increase over the majority given 
to Dudley Haskell at his last election. 

Colonel Hammond has written a letter to 
Mr. Randall, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, setting forth Atlanta’s advantages 
asadepot and distributing point for army 
supplies and men, and asking a liberal appro- 
priation for a permanent barracks there.

A VIRGINIAN’S SHAME, 


Wise Degradecs Uimsaelf Before the Danville Com» 
mittee, 

WasHinecton, March 4:—The Danville in- 
vestigation was resumed this morning. Sen- 
ator Sherman said Mr. Wise wished to make 
acorrection in his testimorty, and also to 
make an additional statement. Mr. Wikse, 
taking the witness chair said, While he did 
not wish to make any issue with the official 
reporter in regard tothe language imputed 
to him in connection with the visits of color- 
ed members of the legislature to his house, 
still, as the general statemeat of his dealings 
with the members of the legislature the report 
did himyinjustice. What ne referred to was 
the particular instance of a person who had 
come to his house to see his mother, and 
had called upon him to talk with him. 
He mentioned it, not as reflecting upon them 
in any sense, but to illusirate that, that man, 
in that position, wus less exacting thana 
white person similarly situated would prob- 
ably have been. Before he began his testi- 
mony he had asked the reporter to submit 
the notes to him for the insertion of 
tables, etc. 

Senator Vance—Well, now, Mr. Wise, I 
wish to ask you, sir, how are we to under- 
stand you in relation to this correction. Do 
you say that he statement which the reporter 
made is not what you said, or that 
it. is not what you wished or intended to say? 

Mr, Wise—I say this, sir. I don’t care to 
make an issue with the reporters as to 
whether he took my exact words or not. I 
ay Ido not believe he did, At the same 
time, pursuantto what had been our under- 
standing from the moment I testified,| revised 
it for the reason that before I spoke a word, 
I told him I desired to revise the testimony 
and put in tabulated statements. 

Senator Sherman said that when Wise first 
applied to him for leave to revise his state- 
ment, he (Sherman) told him he thought he 
would be allowed tne usual privilege accord- 
ed to members of congress to revise his testi- 
mony. 

Mr. Wise said he would like to add one 
sentence more. In so far as my testimony is 
sought to convey the impression that 1 made 
a discrimination between colored and white 
mem vers of the legislature, as a rule, in their 
communication with me, it does them and 
me injustice. I have always treated an 
official call upon me, by whomsoever made, 
without any discrimination whatever, and 
always expect to do so. 

IHE TWO VERSIONS. 

The following is the official report of the 
remark which Mr. Wise revised: ‘‘The fact 
that I agree witn them politically does not 
mean thatI invite them to my houge. I 
could not do such a thing in Virginia and 
maintain any social standing. There is no 
such condition there. The biack members of 
the legisiature have to come to consult me as 
to politics, and they go to my kitchen and 
send up their message, and I goto the back 
yard and see them.”’ 

Mr. Wise’s revision is as follows: The fact 
that I agree with them politically does not 
mean that | invite them to my house socially. 
I could not do such thing in Virginia and 
maintain any social standing, and there is no 
such condition there. For example, a black 
member of the legislature came to consult me 
as to politics, You would have thought that, 
being a member of. the legislature, he would 
have gone to the front door, but he went to 
the kitchen, his mother being cook, and sent 
his message and I went to the beck yard.

Gf the complaints,made in one of the Dan- 
ville papers, which published a statement 
that a white lady had been knocked off the 
sidewalk by a colored woman, the latter say- 
ing “‘next time we meet get out of the way to 
save {being knocked, out,’’ witness sent the 
chief of police to the editor to find out defi- 
nitely about the matter, proposing to have 
the offender brought to punishment. The 
editor had no personal knowledge of the 
matter, but referred to the second 
party. The latter had no _ personal 
knowledge of the affair but gave the name ot 
a lady who had been assaulted. This lady’s 
husband was called upon in turn, and he said 
a colored woman bad one day run against his 
wife, but he, the busband, did not know 


knew of no other instances of assaults by 
colored people. Witness analyzed tae Dan- 
ville circular, proneuncing its statements 
with one or two exceptions, false. 
Some of the signers of the cir- 
cular were true men, but witness 
had been told by Green Williams, who carried 
the circular around for signature, that none 
of the signers read it through.

Wasuineton, March 4.—A proper poll.

probably have killed the bonded whisky bi’ 
Chairman Morrison rather rushed it throug, 
and when Mr. Hiscock asked for the yeas ana 
nays some one suggested that the report be 
allowed to go in and that the fight on the 
merits of the bill be made in the house, 
Mr. Blackburn, who madethe report for the 
committee, will have charge of the bill and 
its corpse in the house. He is one of the 
warmest advocates of the proposition to place 
eighty millions of the people’s money 
in the hands of the giant whisky ring forthe 
next two years. Mr. Carlisle and 
all the other Kentucky congress- 
men favor the scheme. Mr. Mor- 
rison shaped the bill to its present status. 
His drop from three 
extension is a confession of weakness. The 
bill has no chance to pass. The Georgia del- 
egation will give ita black eye with a solid 
negative vote in both houses. Mr. Blount of 
the ways and means committee is one of its 
most determined opponents. The friends of 
the bill have recentiy been making strong ap- 
peals to the Georgia members inthe house 
but their arguments bave failed to produce 
an impression. The most ardent 
adyocates of _ this measure for the 
benefit of the whisky ring are the firmest op- 
ponents to the repeal of tue internal revenue 
or its material reduction. The present con- 
gress may not go far enougH toward liftin 
from the people the outrageous burdens o 
the excise Jaw, but it will kill the bonded 
whisky bill. For such favorslet us be duly 
thankful, and rest in the faith that better 
things are tocome.

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A RACE OF GIANTS. 


Strange Discoverios Made in an Indian Mound Near 


e'arteravilic, Georgla: 
From the Athens, Ga., Banner. 

Mr. J. B. Toomer yesterday received a letter from 
Mr. Hazieion, who is on a visit to Gariersville. The 
letter contained several heads made of bone, and 
geve an interesting eccount of the opening of a 
large Indian mound near that town, by a com- 
mittee of scientf{sts sent out from the Smi thsonian 
institute. After removing the dirt for some 
distance a layer of large flagstones 
was found, which had evidently 
been dressed by hand and showed that the men 
who quarried thisrock understood their business: 
These stones were removed, when ina kind of 
Vault beneath them the skeleton of a giant, that 
measured 7 feet 2 inches, wasfound. His hair was 
coarse and jet black and hung to the waist, the 
brow being ornamented with acopper crown.: The 
skeleton was remerka‘ly well preserved and taken 
from the vault intact. Near this skeleton were 
found the bodies of severa! children 
of various sizes. The remains of ihe latter were 
covered with beads, made of bone of some gind. 
Upon removing these, the bodies were found to be 
euclosed in a net work made of straw or reeds, and 
beneath this was a covering of the skin of ssmean 
imal. In fact, the bedies had been prepared 
somewhat after the manner of mummies, and will 
doubtless throw new light on the history of a people 
who reared these mounds. Upon the stones that 
covered the vaut were carved § inscrip- 
tions, and if deciphered will probably lift the veil 
that has enshrouded the history of the race of g™~ 
ants that undoubtedly at one time inhabited this 
continent. All the relics were carefully packed 
and forwarded tothe Smithsonian Inititute, and 
are said to be the mostinteresting collection ever 
found in America. The explorers are now at 
work on another mound in Bartow county, 
and before their return homes will visit®various 
sections of Georgia, where antiquties are found. 
Ou the Oconee river, ian Greene county, justabove 
Powell's mills, are several large mounds, one of 
them very talland precipitous. The editor of this 
paper has now an engagement with Mr. Teon Pow- 
ell to make an excavation there, and as soon as the 
weather breaks we will let our readers kuow what 
hidden secrets are.

The 
fire in the house was discovered and extinguished 
before the bodies were cohsumed or much damage 
Glasscock was the second and 
youngest stonof Thomas A. Giasscock, one of the 
wealthiest land owners in the section. 
The following account of the trageay has been 
obtained bya special reporter of the associated 
ress: On Sunday. last John Glascock, a well 
nown aud influential farmer of. Farquier county, 
Virginia, living 2% miles from Delaplane, a ‘station 
of the Virginia Midiand railroad, murdered his en- 
tire family, consisting of his wife and three chil- 
dren, and then committed suicide by shooting 
himself through the heart, in a pieceof woods near 
his house. The first intimation that the neigh- 
bors had that. there was anything wrong at 
the Glascock house was the appearance of the 
flame and smoke through the windows between 
eightand nine o’clock sunday morning. A num- 
ber of people ran to the house with the intention 
of rendering assistance, but found, to their sur- 
prise, thatthe doors and windows were securely 
bolted and barred on the inside, and that the build- 
ing was, toailappearance, deserted. As the flames 
were making rapid progress it was necessary to 
eflect au entrance at once in some way, and the 
firstcomers soon succeeded in bettering down 
one of the doors, and eventually in putting 
out the fire. No living person was found in the 
house, but on the bed.in tue family bed room, over 
which coal oil had been poured and then ignited, 
were found the dead bodies of Mrs. «lascock and 
her infant son, the latter greatiy disfigured by the 
flames Both had been shot through the head with 
& revolver, aud the murderer, es if to make sure of 
the death of Mrs. Glarcock, had shot her a second 
and third time through the body. On 
the fleor, pear the burnipg bed, lay 
the Gead bodies of the two other children, Rodney 
and Emily, both shot through the head, and -the 
former shot also through the body. Ina piece of 
woods cverlooking the farm house, at a distance of 
about three-quarters of a mile, wes found the 
dead body of John Glascock, the husband and 
father, who, after deliberately murderiog his 
whole family and fretting fire to the house had 
gone to this piece of Woods aud committed suicide 
by shooting himself through the heart with the 
fame Smith & Wesson revolver which he had used 
in killing his wife and children. It now appears 
that Glascock, while laboring under some hall!uci- 
nation or fit of temporary insanity, drove away 
the seryant early Sunday morning, murdered his 
family, poured coal oil over the bed and set fire 
to it, fastened upthe house and then went to the 
cabin of a neighbor and pretende? to bein need ef 
& servant to cook breakfast for himself and family. 
ie then returmed, as his tracks in the snow 
indicate, to the vicinity of his own house 
and finding that the tragedy had nof yet been dis- 
covered, proceeded t»> the edge of the wcods over- 
looking his farm,where hoe seems to have watched bis 
burning house until it was entered and the fire ex- 
tinguished by his neighbors. He then retired alitde 
fariher into the woods and shot himself through 
the heart. The murderous suicide was the son 
of wealthy parents, and hada very large and in- 
fuential family conueciion. His young wife, 
Mary Glaseock, was the daughter of Herod Frazer, 
formerly of Loudon county, Va., and now acitizen 
of Missouri. The father, mother aua@ three children 
were buried side by side yesterday in the cemetery 
near Middlebury, Va. 


BUILDING A NAVY. 


Little Proapret That Any Reat Werk Wi! Soon be 
Done in That Dircction. 
Special to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, Merch 4,—The passage of a 
bill by the senate witn the ostensible purpose 
of beginning the construction of a navy of 
the United States revealed the utter incom: 
petency of our present defenses and showed 
how inadequate are all pending propositions 
for their improvement, [t was stated that the 
only way to protect New York 
against the assaultof any civilized govern- 
ment would be to drop rocks into the en- 
trance of her harbor. The vessels to be con- 
structed will not be first class in any particu- 
lar though they bear the formidable name 
of steel clad cruisers. They will stand heay- 
ier fire than any of our presentso called men- 
of-war and will be able to fly faster from an 
enemy, butthey do not form the proper 
basis for arealnavy. In thescience of war 
on land and sea we have been left far behind 
by the nations of Europe, while some of the 
stupid monarchies of South America have 
lessons to teach us. Weare a people of peace 
but there is no better insurance for perpetual 
peace than perfect preparation for instanta- 
neous war. Ihe naval construction bill of 
the senate, and the pending naval 
appropriation billin the house exhivit the 
reluctance or incapacity of our government 
to enter on thissubject with a large apprecia- 
tion of itsimportance. It migh* not be abad 
thing for a serious quarrel to arise with some 
formidabie power. Lt wou!d stir the patriotic 
blood of a common country over the mean 
sectionalism which dominates the politics of 
the day and woaild force the adoption of a 
system of defenses beyond the reach of any 
of the narrow methods now proposed,

Hear he had been hearing ali 
the noise of omr hasty and careless approach 
yet making no sign and awaiting us with 
supreme indifference, but when he jumped 
most fortunately for us, he ran. We would 
have stood no chance mounted on our 
horses,ane hemmed in by the tangled swamp. 
We spring from our ponies and run after the 
bear, firing aswerun. Then follows a mad 
chase through the muddy recesses of the 
swamp and out into the more open forest. 
Finally I gota good chance and give him a 
couple of explosive shelis from my no 12, 
near the tail, railing him for and aft. He does 
not run so fast now, and I catch up and give 
bim a right and left in the shoulder as he 
rears to jump some fallen timber, and thus 
finish him. He settles down in a life.like at- 
titude on the logs and we come and admire; 
but wedo not goup and kick him—oh, ho. 
We divest him of his ovarcoat and hold our 
usual autopsy and track out the shots. 
Then we go back to our horses and find the 
carcass of an elk near where we had jumped 
him. This accounted for his lack of pugnac- 
ity, having made a heavy thanksgiving kind 
of a dinner and only wanted to be let alone. 
The next afternoon I returned there with a 
guide. During the night grizzies had 9oov- 
ered the elk carcass with dirt and trash; one 
tip of a horn alone protruded above the tem- 
porary grave to show that.a great elk lay be- 
neath, Going down to leeward some forty or 
fifty yards we hid ourselves carefully, and 
witclied patiently but fruitlessly until after 
dark. The next morning we returned again. 
The elk had been dugup and nearly al! de- 
voured; it was ina high state of decomposi- 
tion, and had evidently disagreed with some 
of the bears. We still hunted the swamp 
carefully and found nothing,althoug the mud 
was still settling in the bear wallows. Watch- 
ing a carcass by daylight is of but little use. | 
have done it repeatediy until it{was too dark 
to see the sights of my rifle, but never getting 
a shot thus; and most hunters have the same 
experience. The grizzly often feeds at night 
and no man in his senses would fire at him 
after dark when he could not be absolutely 
certain of his aim. 

Last year three men, one an old pioneer 
were prospecting near Elk mountain, Wy- 
oming. While in camp one bright moonlight 
night a large grizz'y came near. They fired 
on him and the bear charged. Two of the 
men ‘‘treed’’ and the third ran into the tent, 
where the bear followed and killed him, and 
then retired toa jungle near by. The next 
morning the survivors followed into the jun- 
gle and found the bear; the pear charged and 
wiped out the pioneer. The solesurvivor then 
made tracks fer the nearest ranch and help. 
The story was that these men had each been 
kilied by a terrible bite on the left side of the 
body. Female grizzlies are usually lighter in 
color than the male, and the average western 
hunter, at their tails, call them “cinnamon.

A funeral procession isa more cheerful in- 
struction tnan a wedding procession—with 
the possible exception, perhups, of the hired 
mourners. Besides this there is one other 
difference—the corpseat a wedding is a live 
one instead of adead one. I thinkif 1 had 
my choice 1 would rather be the dead than 
the live corpse. 

The inferiority of the female sex is one of 
the fundamental principles to which the 
Chinese hold. Even Confucius does not seem 
to have had a very broad and elevated senti- 
mentin this regard, for he is quoted as 
having said: “Of all people, women are the 
most difficult to manage. lf youare familiar 
with them, they become forward, and if you 
keep them at a distance, they become discon- 
tented.”’ Many women here arein the habit 
of praying that they may be born men in the 
next worid. 

But this wedding procession. First came a 
dozen musicians. who were beating gongsand 
blowing fish-horns, each apparentiy without 
any reference to the rest. Then followed a 
company of men and boys bearing flags and 
jJanterns, after which came aseries of gilded 
tables with elaborately carved and painted 
canepies overthem, The display of fruits 
was guite tempting, and [ longed for a slice 
ofthe roast pig and the roast sheep. But 
there were also uative dishes which by ex- 
periment I had previously found to be far 
from appetizing. Thus far every thing was 
arranged justas a funeral procession would 
be, and was composed of the same features. 

But-now there was a slight departure from 
the funeral order of thissociety. There came 
a magnificent sedan chair, the windows of 
which were thoroughly curiained, but whieh 
I was told contained the happy (?) bride. 
This gorgeous sedan chair was followed by 
others, and ajso by gayly decorated jinrik- 
ishas, in which were seated the relatives of 
both oontracting parties. More so-called 
musicians followed, and the procession 
wound up witha load of boxes, which I in- 
ferred contained the marriage offerings, and 
perhaps the trousseau of the bride. 

In the worth uf Mongolia it is customary 
forthe native to capture ‘his wife after a 
chase, andinapny part ofthe empire the lat- 
ter becomes his property when the twain 
have formaiiy been made one flesh, Mar- 
riage usually takes place at an immature age. 
In the great majority of cases the bridegroom 
never sees hisintended wife until the wed- 
ding night, all negotiations being conducted 
by go-betweens. This intercessor lays the 
suit before the girl’s father, who rejects or en- 
courages it justas he pleases. In case of a 
favorable response presents are exchanged, 
and, after consulting the auguries, an en- 
gagement isentered into. Incasea piece of 
chinaware should be broken in either home, 
oran article be lost within three days of the 
engagement, this 1s considered good ground 
for the immediofe dissolution of the engage- 
ment. 3 : 

Astrologers determin the wedding day, 
which is entirely beyond the control of the 

ir. The ceremony takes place at the home 
of the britlegroom, to which the bride is es- 
corted by the groom’s ‘“‘best man,” being 
lifted from her sedan chair over a pot of 
burning charcoals at the threshold. 

The bridegroom meanwhile is waiting for 
his unseen Duicinea in a reception room, be- 
ing seated on a raised dais. Approaching this 
dais, the fair one prostrates herself humbly 
before her future lord. Wihile she is in this 
attitude of humility he descends benignant- 
ly to her level, removes her veil and gazes for 

e first time u her face. Then, without 
exchanging a word, they seat themselves side 
by side, and each try to sition apart of the 
other’s gown, In order to determine who is | 


destined to hold sway in the household, 
There is no rea: occasion for this. since there 
is & tacit understandingthat it will be the 
man.

earth and their ancestors, after which dinner 
is served, 
wedding repast in enforced abstinence from 
all the dainties on the part of the bride. 

Laterin the eveniag the bride will an- 
swer conundrums as they are propounded to 
her by theguests. The wedding day is the 
last Occasion upon which the wife can enjoy 
the society of her husband in public—one of 
the hardest and most barbarous features of 
social lifein China. After the labor of the 
aay nO citizenof the flowery kingdom can 
take his wife and family for a pleasant walk 
at dusk; neither can he accompany her toa 
picnic or pudlic entertainment wihout vio- 
lating the proprieties.

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SUICIDE IN TEXAS, 


Paul ©. Hudson, a Member of the Conatitutional Cons 
vention of I1SVT Polsaone Himaelf. 

From a private source Tur Constitution 
learns of the suicide of Paul C. Hudson. once 
guite a prominent figure in Georgia. affairs. 
The suicide occurred several days agoina 
Texas jail, but the details could not be se- 
cured further than the information that the 
drug used was carbolic acid. 

Mr. Hudson was ason of Cyrus Hudson,one 
ofthe largest planters and most esteemed 
citizens in Richmond county, and was born 
on the 12th of November, 1850. His educa 
tion was comp!eted at Penfield—Mercer uni 
versity—in the class of 1870, with which he 
graduated. He chose the law as his profes 
sion, and studied it closely under the direc- 
tion of Hon. Alexander H. Stephens during 
the years 1870-’71. On the 4th of April, 1871, 
he was admitted to the bar 
in McDutftie superior court, after 
an examination which was highly 
complimented. Hesoon began to buildup a 
reputation and a lucrative practice, and has 
rapidly grew to popularity and position in 
bis section. He made his home in ‘homson, 
McDuffie county, and in 1874 edited the 
McDuffie Journal, of which he was co pro- 
prietor, On the l5thof July of that year he 
was married to Mies Mary F. Wilson, daugh- 
ter of Colonel John R. Wilson, of McDutftie 
county, and formerly for a number of years 
the representative of Columbia county in the 
lower house of the Georgia levislature. He 
was a member of the town council of 
Thomsor, and in 1875 was mayor of the 
town, and in 1876 was chosen a member of 
the state democratic executive committee. He 
was a member of tne constitutional conyen- 
tion of 1877. 

In late years he became crooked in his deal- 
ings, and finally left for Texas. where several 
months ago he was arrested and jailed on a 
charge of forgery. His downfall has been 
rapid, and when he started he went to the 
bottom. After remaining in jail a few 
months he took carbolic acid, as was stated, 
and died. He was quite well known in At- 
lanta. 
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Several Unexpected Heirs to the Property Turn up 
and May Fight the Wiil. 

A few days ago a well dressed stranger 
boarded a Georgia railroad train for Athens. 
and when nearing that city, inquired of 
Judge Erwin if he knew anything of General 
Wim. M. Browne. 

‘*| knew him well before he 

reply. 
’ The stranger mede anumber of inquiries 
about General Browne and then announced 
that he was a nephew of tbe general and that 
his name was Frederick William Browne. 
He stated that he was from Chicago and had 
come southward to look after'the property lef: 
by the general. Of cours3 Judge Erwin was 
very much surprised asit had always been 
believed that General Browne had no rela- 
tives in this country. 

The death of this distinguished Georgian 
has brought about several surprises. His 
wife died several years ago and he was left 
alone in life. When hedied no will could 
be found, and Judge Howell Cobb was ap- 
pointed administrator on the estate, which 
amounted to about five thousand dollars in 
value. About the time the administrator 
was winding up the affairs it was announced 
thata will had been found. An examination 
of the will showed thatit was executed in 
1873 while General Browne was in Memphis, 
and that ex-President Jefferson Davis and 
Chief Justice James Jacksen were appointed 
executors. As the estate was small and as it 
was about already wound up the executors 
after consultation decided to decline the 
trust and let the administrator proceed with 
the disposition of the property. Thus 
the matter ss until ay before 
yesterday, when the will was 
offered in the probate court of Clark county. 
The young stranger was there, and, stating 
that he represented the heirs of General 
Browne, asked that action on the will be post- 
posed for two months in order that the heirs 
might have time to consider their interests. 
He stated that his father and General Browne 
were brothers, but that bis father was dead. 
That he bad not heard of the death of Gen- 
eral Browne until about six weeks ago, 
and that was by the merest accident. His 
eve chanced to fall upon a paragraph in the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean making some reference 
to the will of General Browne. He at once 
began an investigation of the matter. Mr. 
Browne stated that he had four sisters who 
would share equally with him the estate. 
There are also heirs at Brewne Hall, Ireland, 
and perhaps one or two others. 

Mr. Browne says that the last communica- 
tion he had with his uncle was in April 1879. 
The young man’s family was then at Athens, 
Ohio, and expected a visit from the general, 
but moving to Chi missed him. General 
Browne's brother died in 1861. The general 
was a relative of the marquis of Sligo and of 
Lord Ornmore. It is not known what action 
will be taken in referemce tothe will.

A Misunderstanding of a Conductorand an Engineer 
Results in a Frightful Accid. nt, in Which an 
Engineer anda Fireman are Inostantly

At seven o'clock night before last a collis- 
ion occurred on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad which resulted in the 
instantaneous death of John Howder, an en- 
gineer, Will Pruitt, a fireman, and the 
wounding of an express messenger.

The bodies of Messrs, Howder and Truitt 
were yesterday brough to Atlanta and carried 
to their boarding houses, Mr. Truitt boarded 
with the family of Mr. Thomas Lawrence, 
No. 9 Holland street. The body of Mr. How- 
der, the engineer, was taken to his boarding 
house, 164 West Peters street, 

A reporter of THE ConsTITUTION visited the 
residence of Mr. Lawrence _ yesterday 
afternoon. The body of Mr. Truitt was 
neatly shrouded and lay in a coffin. 
He was terribly cut and bruised about the 
face, but his face bore a peaceful expression, 
and not one of pain that would have been 
expectcd from suchadeath. His body was 
mangled fearfully, one arm being torn 
completely off atthe elbow. The arm was 
not found until after the body had been 
shipped to Atianta. It was sent wrapped in 
his coat. He was burnt and scalded badly. 
He has no father, mother, sisters or broth- 
ers, the nearest relative being an uncle who 
livesat Acworth. This morning his remains 
will be taken to Acworth, his former home 
for interment. Truitt was about 24 years 
old, 

The body of Mr. Howder lay in its coffin 
at his boarding house. He was abont 40 
years old, of medium height-and weight’ 
with black hair and mustache. There wasa 
great hole in his forehead made bya bolt.

Mr. J. W. English and Mr. Pan! Jones WII Accept. 
Who Will be Chalrman. 

The leading topic of discussion througbout 
the city yesterday was the result of the elec- 
tion for police commissioners by the city 
council Monday night. 

Mr. Jones’s candidacy. was a well 
fact and his election

was a matier of no sur- 
prise to his friends. Mr, English proved to 
be one of the dark horses, and when his 
name was announced asone of the commis. 
sioners there was a general] feeling of gladness 
among his friends, many of whoni expressed 
grave doubis about his acceptance, Early 
yesterday morning a CONSTITUTION reporter 
sought Mr. English and asked him: 

“Will you accept the position to which 
you were elected last night by the general 
council?” 

“Yes, | havedecided to accept. When I 
was first notified of my election I did not 
know what to do, but since reaching my ottice 
this morning. I have been visited by a large 
number of my warmest personal friends, who 
have advised metoaccept the trust. It is 
a position of many responsibilities and will 
require a great deal of attention, but I think 
the board will find itself equal to the 
task ’’ 

‘What about the organization of the board? 
Who will be chairman’””’ 

“Of course I can’t say anything about that 
for I don’t know.”’ 

Subsequent to the conversation with Mr. 
English the reporter met Mr. Jones and 
asked : 

‘Will you accept the position to which you 
have been elected ?’’ 

“Oh, of course I'll accept. I- would not 
have made the race unless] haa fully deter- 
mined to act.’’ 

“Who is going to be chairman of the 
board ?”’

instead of by the preseut system, Thecouncil will 
not have to give a ceut to the enterprise until it is 
comrleced the proposition of the company will 
furnicu uli cai) am excellent quality of water for 
domestic uses fires aud sewerage, but will supply 
about 30 000 horse power between Atlanta aud the 
river. The city. has absolutely no system of sewer- 
age now, and acompetent engineer said yesterday 
that it would cost two miliion dollars to carry out 
the preseut System, and then it would not be good. 
The canal company has a magnificent sewerage plan 
already devised aud in fect has everything ready to 
begiu work as soou as the Council Comes to terms. 
It 1s said thatit will take three years to build ie 
caual which will be sixty miles long, tapping the 
Chaitahoochee above Gainsville. It seems that at 
last the canal prceject is taking shape.
